IMPORTANT CASES BEFORE THE SUPREME 
COURT. 

Three important cases are set for an early 
hearing at the December term of the Su- 
preme Court. The first involves tne consti- 
tutionality of the cotton-tax law, and will be 
argued by Judge Curtis and Mr. Everett 
egainet the Government.

There is something very pathetic in the 


Republicans of Europe to our own power- 
fal: Republic, now so prosperous and 
secure and 

France in the hour of her calamity, and 
yet also the hour of her hope. The elo. 
quent lips of patriots breathe forth the 
desire of hearts tried by the severest 
national afflictions; and we should be 
brutish indeed not to feel sensible to the 
tribute paid to us as the great bulwark of 
justice and liberty in modern civilization, 
and at the same time show some hospital- 
ity to every forlorn hope of nationality 
that seeks aid and comfort from us. These 
appeals are addressed to the American 
people, and not to the Government, and 80 
far show on the part of European Repub. 
licans a just understanding of the source 
of all power in our political bemg. ‘These 
appeals reach us as brothers interested in 
a cause which wu common to all citizens— 
the cause Of the people. And yet the tra- 
ditional policy of our Government is 
against anything hke substantial aid to any 
people struggling either against foreign 
aggression or domestic despotism. The 
tremendous disturbance, the added cause 
of internal dissensions, the almost 
inevitable conflict of races which would 
follow upon our own soil anything like aid 
and comfort to Republican France, as op- 
posed to monarchical Prussia, must make 
us deaf as adders to Kossurg's eloquent 
pleading, and insensible to the force of his 
historical illustration of our indebtedness 
to French aid for our own precious inde- 
pendence, consummated before Yorktown. 
The races and traditions of the Old Word 
incorporated into our political body are 
not yet sufficiently amalgamated and fused 
into unity of one great and sovereign pur- 
pose to admit ot anything like a crusade 
for the deliverance of people in bondage— 
tor the support of enfeebled and oppressed 
Repubhcans m the Old World. 

We are flattered and we are saddened 
by the appeals that reach us from Euro- 
pean Liberals; saddened that we must sce 
so selfishly to withhold our hands from 
helping a struggimg and imperiled cause; 
flattered that we are recognized by the 
purest and most enlightened minds in Eu- 
rope as the strong and tree 
people to whom the millions of the Old 
World look as the type of a just and natu- 
ral national development, as the potent 
triend most likely to understand their aims 
cau give Wie dignity of success to their 
own difficult and uncertain enterprise. 
What we Americans are forbidden to do 
for a constituted government, we may do 
for a distressed people. We can send 
money and provisions to the people of 
France, We can do as citizens what we 
cannot do as a nation, There are enough 
generous lovers of liberty in this Republic 
to give Frenchmen the practical evidence 
ot beartfe4 sympathy, and to send them 
material aid in the hour of disaster and 
privation. And it is infinitely creditable to 
human nature that we can feel such m- 
tangible claims as are represented by the 
spokesmen vf an alien people; by such 
men as Kocsytm and GarRma.pr and 
Jula Favre, advocates of the people, 
whoece cause is the same in Europe as in 
the United Statee—simply a cause that de- 
mands liberty for self-development and the 
natural exercise of all the taculties and 
powers lodged in them by the Maker of all 
men. 

While we must hold apart from thé en- 
tanglemente of European courts, and 
keep our official hands out.of the very an- 
cieat and offensive mixture, that abomina. 
tion of desolation ter the people known 
as Buropean diplomacy, we as citizens 
may respond to Kossutn’s plea for France 
and peace and in the most potent fashion
